I  beg  to  present  a  report  on  the  Health  and  -Sanitary 
Conditions  in  the  Truro  Rural  District  in  1948. 

There  were  epidemics  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  but  they  were  comparatively  mild  and  no 
deaths  resulted  from  either  disease.  Otherwise  the  health  of  the 
District  remained  good  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  the  District  one  death 
from  Acute  Poliomyelitis  is  included.  This  may  seem  strange  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  table  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
shows  no  cases  of  this  disease.  The  fact  is  that  two  boarders  of 
Truro  School  became  infected  and  both  died.  The  home  of  one  of 
them  was  in  the  Rural  District  and  his  death  has  been  referred  for 
statistical  purposes  to  this  District.  This  in  my  opinion  is  incorrect 
as  the  boy  fell  ill  in  Truro,  the  disease  was  notified  in  Truro,  and 
he  died  in  Truro.

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


So  far  as  the  public  in  the  Rural  District  was  concerned  the 
transition  on  the  appointed  day  made  little  or  no  difference.  The 
services  previously  available  continued  to  operate  smoothly. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  following  tables  show  what  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

The  measles  epidemic  began  in  November  and  continued 
well  into  1949.  There  were  few  serious  cases  and  no  deaths. 

The  case  of  paratyphoid  occurred  in  a  young  girl  living  at 
Perranporth.  No  connection  between  her  and  the  one  known 
carrier  in  the  area  could  be  traced  but  the  offending  germ  belonged 
to  exactly  the  same  vi -phage  type.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

(1)  Perranzabuloe. 

The  Supply  to  the  Parish  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  week-end  shortage  to  the 
houses  at  St.  George’s  Terrace,  during  the  peak  summer  months, 
when  the  Parish  is  full  with  visitors. 

The  emergency  source  at  Mount  Tunnel  has  been  used  to 
augment  the  supply. 

The  Air  Ministry  Plant  at  Blowdng  House  was  called  upon 
to  augment  the  supply. 

The  Council  has  now  completed  the  preliminary  negotiations 
to  bring  into  a  permanent  scheme  the  sources  at  Mount  Tunnel  and 
Treamble  Shaft.  The  latter  source  is  being  utilised  for  a  supply  to 
Cubert  Village.  This  work  should  be  put  in  hand  early  in  the  New 
Year. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Blowing  House  site  has  apparently  to 
be  by  way  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  as  the  District  Valuer 
cannot  agree  terms  with  the  owner  of  the  site. 

During  August  some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the 
Pumping  Plant  at  Mount,  and  it  was  at  this  time  that  the  Blowing 
House  plant  was  brought  into  operation. 

Samples  of  the  water  are  regularly  submitted  for  Bacteriolog¬ 
ical  Reports.

At  Mylor  Bridge  several  properties  have  been  connected  to 
the  ex.  W.D.  main,  including  several  Farms  and  Dairy  premises. 

(5)  Kea— Playing  Place. 

The  supply  to  this  area  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 
Here  water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Truro  Water  Company. 

(6)  Devoran. 

The  privately  owned  undertaking  is  a  constant  source  of 
complaint  by  residents  in  the  village  as  to  the  quantity  available 
during  many  months  of  the  year  also  as  to  its  purity. 

Chlorination  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  supplies  of  Perranzabuloe,  St.  Agnes  and  St.  Mawesare 
chlorinated.  That  at  Kea-Pkiying  Place  is  treated  by  the  Truro 
Water  Company,  from  whom  the  water  is  obtained  in  bulk. 

Extension  of  Mains. 

A  small  extension  of  the  Council’s  main  at  Goonhavern  was 
carried  out  enabling  11  houses  to  be  connected  thereto. 

Schemes  of  Piped  Water  Supplies. 

The  schemes  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consultant  for  the 
provision  of  piped  water  supplies  to  many  of  the  villages  are  still 
“  on  paper.” 

In  my  last  report  it  was  recorded  that  schemes  for  the  supply 
of  water  to  Newlyn  East,  Cubert,  I.adock,  Grampound  Road,  Probus, 
Tregoney,  Veryan,  Gerrans  and  Portscatho  were  well  advanced  — 
on  paper  —  “  and  should  be  ready  for  actual  work  to  start  early 
next  year.” 

Innumerable  difficulties  and  obstacles  have  had  to  be  sur¬ 
mounted.  Lack  of  pipes  and  fittings,  negotiations  as  to  acquisition 
of  Reservoir  sites,  etc.,  are  examples  of  the  frustration  in  inaugerat- 
ing  schemes,  which  are  in  other  respects,  ripe  for  execution. 

Water  Supplies  to  Schools. 

Little  or  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  provision  of  adequate 
supplies  of  water  to  Schools. 

Sanitation,  as  well  as  the  School  Canteen  Service,  is  being 
held  up  on  account  of  the  lack  of  water. 
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The  number  of  dwelling-houses  and  the  number  of  the 
population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  in  respect  of  the 
undermentioned  parishes  is  approximately  as  follows  : —

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  extension  to  the  existing  Sewers  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  Sewerage  of  several  oi 
the  villages  at  present  without  sewage  systems,  and  the  Council’s 
Consultant  is  preparing  schemes  for  those  villages  where  such 
schemes  are  long  overdue. 

Amongst  the  villages  for  which  schemes  are  in  course  of 
preparation  are  Blackwater,  Chacewater,  Probus,  Tregoney, 
Flushing,  Mylor  Bridge,  Goonhavern,  Tresillian,  Holywell  Bay, 
Cubert,  Newlyn  East,  Kestle  Mill,  Mitchell,  Bissick,  Veryan, 
Portloe,  St.  Just  Lane,  Gerrans,  Kea-Playing  Place  and  Devoran. 

Scavenging— Collection  of  House  Refuse 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  regularly  undertaken 
throughout  the  district.  The  villages  and  larger  hamlets  having  a 
weekly  collection  whilst  the  smaller  hamlets  and  isolated  parts  have 
a  fortnightly  collection. 


Three  Vehicles  are  employed  in  this  service  and  a  fourth 
Vehicle  is  on  order. 

Semi-controlled  tipping  is  the  method  of  disposal. 

Conservancy 

The  emptying  of  Closet  Pails  at  Flushing  is  still  being 
undertaken  by  the  Council  from  premises  where  it  is  not  possible 
for  the  householders  to  dispose  of  same  in  their  garden. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Cesspool  Emptier  which  the  Council  purchased  the 
previous  year  has  dealt  with  256  Cesspools  during  the  year.  It  is 
also  regularly  emptying  the  pits  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter¬ 
house  at  Chacewater.  This  is  being  done  under  contract  with  the 
Ministry  of  Works. 

Salvage 

The  sales  of  Waste  Paper  and  Textiles  during  the  year  were

Publio  Conveniencies 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  St.  Agnes  (2),  Chapel  Porth, 
St.  Mawes  and  Portscatho,  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Porthtowan  which  were 
demolished  by  enemy  action  during  the  war  have  been  rebuilt, 
under  “cost  of  works”  payment  by  the  War  Damage  Commission. 

Housing 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  69  houses  thus 
making  the  total  erected  by  it  136  in  the  post  war  period. 

Approval  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  a  further  48 
houses  by  the  Council,  and  the  preliminaries,  site  selection,  clearance 
of  same  by  interested  Ministries,  and  asking  for  Tenders  for  the 
erection  of  those  which  have  been  permitted  to  go  to  Tender,  are 
well  in  hand. 

Private  enterprise  Licences  were  granted  by  the  Council  to 
7  individuals.  Of  these  2  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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A  further  5  Licences  were  granted  to  persons  building 
Agricultural  Workers  dwellings,  of  these  3  were  in  course  of 
erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  1  having  been  completed. 

Old  Houses 

I  can  only  reiterate  the  Paragraph  under  this  Heading  in 
my  last  report.  The  only  further  comment  I  would  make  is  that 
the  position  in  regards  to  these  old  properties  is  becoming  worse  as 
time  goes  by. 

The  Housing  Survey,  of  which  a  summary  is  given  in  the 
next  Paragraph,  will  very  forcefully  confirm  this.
